CALLSIGN DOCKET - The Docket to permit extras to pick their own callsigns is 
still buried somewhere in the FCC, but a recent internal survey on who holds 
what kind of call came up with very interesting numbers. 206,794 1 x 3 calls 
are presently unassigned, more than enough to give every holder of a two-letter 
prefixed call a Wx3 (92,587 open) or Kx3 (114,207 open) call. Fewest 1x3s are 
in the sixth district, with 7476 Wx3 and 11,182 Kx3 available. 


1x2 calls are not so plentiful, however, only 1889 Wx2 and 4879 Kx2 calls are 
unassigned, and 10,117 Extra Class licensees presently do not have 1x2 calls. 
Whether problems will arise depends on the form the Report and Order takes, 

of course - one solution would be if all Extras could have and wanted 1x2 calls 
would be to tap the newly available "N" prefix. Nx2s would add 650 1x2s per 
district to the reserve.

CB LICENSE APPLICATIONS —- Total CB license applications for March were an 
astonishing 193,060 and for the first 10 days of April were 68,086 with Gettys- 
burg reporting a two week delay in just opening incoming mail. The obvious 
important question for us is how we can hold our frequencies against such 
overwhelming odds. A second important question is how Gettysburg can avoid 
complete collapse from such an overload, E. F. Johnson keeps the pressure on 
Class E CB issue. In an article in the April 7 Sales Management, Johnson 
president Dick Horner says, "We think that a million CB users ought to have at 
least as much space as 200,000 amateur hobbyists" and concludes that the number 
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of amateurs in the FCC has been a major stumbling block to CB expansion. By 
“he way, amateurs operating on CB, and there are more than you might think, 


ad better beware -- those found violating the CB regulations will probably 
find their right to remain amateurs under consideration along with their prob- 
lems on CB.

Current reports from the Zurich observatory show the sun- 
at a virtual minimum, and the solar experts at Boulder 


Crd . presstime that they now believe the minimum to be here 
or nearly here. a't rejoice, however, as probabilities are that we're in for 
a prolonged stay at the minimum -- perhaps for as long as a year! Its dur- 


ation is not predictable, so we won't know when it'll end until it has. The 
most disturbed period in the next few weeks will be May 6-7 with worse than 
normal conditions a few days before and after. Polar paths will be most af- 
fected during this period, which will be followed by improving conditions after 
the 12th. 


Looking at cénditions band by band, as a general rule MUFs from the U.S. will 
be below 21MHz leaving 20, 40 and 80 for DX chasing. 10 meters can be for- 
gotten except for sporadic E openings, and 15 only occasionally good for north- 
south paths. Expect 20 meters to be a daylight-only band, hest during the 
immediate post-sunrise and pre-sunset hours. 40 will be a twilight and sunrise 
band, and don't be surprised to find it going dead during the night. 80 will 
be somewhat better for those iron-eared individuals able to withstand the 
_Static, staying open to some part of the world from dusk to dawn. MUFs during 
he next few months will tend to remain at the present levels or even decrease 
as the days iengthen, but will hang in at a given level for longer periods 
during the day.
